number of lives lost in St. Louis coun- 
ty as a result of floods which followed 
the recent rainstorm here. 

The Meramec began rising a foot an 
hour this morning, and the flood was 
60 sudden that hundreds had time only 
to climb trees. Efforts to rescue these 
with motor boats had been in vain early 
tonight. - 

The river tonight passed a stage five 
feet higher than ever known before. 

Death List May Grow. 

Six persons were said to have been 
drowned at Valley Park and two at 
Meramec Highlands today. Many oth- 
ers were missing and fear is expressed 
that the death list may aggregate sev- 
eral score persons. 

Hundreds of persons had been ma- 
rooned in clubhouses and cottages 
along the river by the first rise several 
days ago, and hundreds of others had 
gone to the river today hoping it would 
recede and permit them to rescue rela- 
tives, friends and their water-soaked 
possessions. 

Appeals for help were sent to St. 
Louis tonight and hundreds of volun- 
teers immediately responded. Boats 
are being rushed to the Meramec by 
train. Strong motor boats attempted 


to enter the Meramec from the Mis-— 


““sIissippi river, but high waters pre- 
vented their passage under one of the 
few remaining bridges across the Mer- 
amec, 

Every Building Gone. 

Unconfirmed reports said that every 
building on either side of the river 
from Clinton to Pacific, a distance of 
35 miles, had been carried away. 

In Valley Park alone 2,000 families 
have been made homeless. The water 
was ten to twelve feet high in the 
streets. The river now is two and 
one-half miles wide at Valley Park 
and Meramec Highlandsand four miles 
wide at Crescent, Mo. 

The flooded area is estimated at one 
hundred square miles. 

Telephone and telegraph wires to al- 
most all towns in this district are 
down. Thousands-of refugees from the 
flooded districts are being housed in 
churches, hotels and other public build- 
ings. Cots and food are being sent 
from St. Louis. 

Families Refused to Flee. 

Officials warned Valley Park 
dents to leave their homes last night, 
but many refused. When swirling 
waters rushed into the town at 2 
o'clock this morning the exodus began. 
Many were forced to flee in their night 
clothes. 

One family refused to move this 
morning because the stork was expect- 
ed. The family moved to the second 
floor of the house, and a few -hours 
later the child was born. Rescuers ar- 
rived in row boats as the water began 
to fill the room, and the mother and 
her babe were taken out through a 
window.

Property Damage Heavy. 

Poplar Springs, Mo., tonight reported 
property damage aggregating $1,000,- 
000 due to the flood. Black river, after 
attaining a width of 10 miles and hav- 
ing inundated twenty towns, today be- 
gan to recede. 

Railroad traffic has been at a stand- 
still since Friday. 

Whole counties in southeast Missouri 
were isolated tonight. The water is 6 
feet high in the Iron Mountain station 
at Lutesville. St. Louis bound train, 
which left Charleston yesterday: morn- 
ing, was caught between two washouts 
and has been marooned ever since. 

Thousands of acres of farm lands in 
Green and Jersey counties, Illinois, 
were flooded today when the Green 
county levees were washed out. 

The Nutwood levee broke near Jer- 
seyville, and the water, it is feared, 
will cover 10,000 acres of farm iand. 
Residents of the district were warned, 
and it is believed there has been no 
loss of life there.

Washington, August 22.—Judgment 
still is suspended by the United States 
on the torpedoing of the liner Arabic 
with a loss of two American lives. 

Until official information is received 
there will be no statement of the gov- 
ernment’s position, and high officials 
will not discuss the subject. Secretary 
Lansing today dismissed interviewers 
with a negative answer when asked if 
additional reports had been received 
from Ambassador Page. 

Waiting for Gerard’s Report. 

It was understood tonight that the 
all-important report awaited before the 
United States determines, whether Ger- 
many has committed a “deliberately 
unfriendly act’’ is expected from Am- 
dassador Gerard at Berlin. Cabled 
statements of American survivors ap- 
parently have left no doubt that the 
Arabic, with Americans on board, was 
torpedoed without warning. The ques- 
tion now is whether Germany will claim 
that maneuvering of the ship just be- 
fore she was attacked led the submarine 
commander to believe she was attempt- 
ing a hostile act. 

In addition to such brief information 
as he has cabled, Ambassador Page is 
said to have mailed a long report, Iin- 
cluding affidavits of American sur- 
vivors. 

President Wilson remained at the 
white house today only long enough to 
eat his meals. He showed a desire to 
get away from his usual surroundings 
and to avoid discussions of the sinking 
of the Arabic. During the morning he 
attended church. Afterwards he went 
for a motor ride and later rode again. 
He saw no callers. 

No Cabinet Meeting Tuesday. 

The president will decide tomorrow 
whether a cabinet meeting will be called 
for Tuesday, but tonight it seemed im- 
probable that the cabinet members 
would be summoned before final re- 
ports of the Arabic disaster are re- 
ceived. Secretary Lansing, Attorney 
General Gregory and Postmaster Gen- 
eral Burleson were the only members in 
the city, though most of the other cabi- 
net officers could reach Washington in 
twenty-four hours. 

Telegrams received the white 
house bearing on the Arabic expressed 
varying opinions. Some of the senders 
advised drastic action, others coun- 
seled patience, and virtually all ex- 
pressed confidence in the president.

TO STRIKE ARABIC. 

Liverpool, August 22.—Survivors of 
the steamer Dunsley, torpedoed by a 
German submarine just before the 
White Star liner Arabic was sunk, de- 
clare the German craft hid behind the 
Dunsley’s Kulk to. sink the larger ves- 
sel. They assert they had been or- 
dered off their ship and were in life- 
boats when the submarine concealed 
herself from the approaching Arabic. 

The survivors say the submarine sub- 
merged, went around the Dunsley’s 
stern and then launched the fatal tor- 
pedo. They say the German boat bore 
no number.

As Result of Italy’s Decla- 
ration of War on Turkey. 
Allies Expect Almost Im- 
mediate Effect in Balkans. 


| London, August 22.—Italy’s declara- 


tion of war against Turkey is-expected 
to have an almost immediate effect on 
the Balkans, still debating which side 
to take in the conflict. Relations be- 
tween Italy and Rumania are intimate, 
and the opinion is expressed here that 
in view of the threatening attitude of 
the Germanic powers toward Rumania 
because of her refusal to allow ammu- 
nition to pass through her territory, 
that Rumania probably will join the 
quadruple entente. 

Bulgaria still awaits a reply from 
Serbia to the suggestions of the entente 
ministers that Serbia cede Macedonla 
to Bulgaria, while Greece is likely to 
declare her future policy when the 
chamber meets this week. The opinion 
ig expressed in diplomatic circles here 
that it is significant that M. Venizelos, 
who always has been friendly to the 
entente, has decided to take charge, 
in addition to the Grecian premiership, 
of the office of minister of foreign af- 
fairs. 

‘With the inclusion of Italy among 
Turkey’s opponents in the war and 
with Italy’s well-known desire for ex- 
pansion in the Near East, the Balkan 
States may consider that the time is 
ripe for them to enter the field and get 
a share of what falls to the victors. 

The continued retirement of the Rus- 
sians seems to have little, if any, in- 
fluence on the. situation. Military 
critics believe a victory for the entente 
allies in the Dardanelles would more 
than offset this so far as the Near East 
is concerned, and the Franco-British 
forces are increasing their efforts to 
force the straits.

UNREST CAUSES GROUPED 
UNDER FOUR MAIN HEADS 


Unjust Distribution of In- 
come and Wealth Charged. 
Denial .of Justice in the 
Administration of the Law 
Is Also Alleged. 


Chicago, August 22.—-Summaries of 
‘the reports, three in number, of the 
United States Commission on Industrial 
Relations as to findings and recommen- 
dations for the information of congress, 
were made public here tonight. 

The commission, which ceases to ex- 
ist tomorrow, was composed of three 
representatives each of the employers, 
the employed and the general public. 
It became apparent some time ago that 
they would be unable to agree on 
single report, and it is said that none 
of the reports given out tonight can 
properly be called a “majority” report. 

The personnel of the commission fol- 
lows: Frank P. Walsh, Missouri (chair 
man); John R. Commons, Wisconsin, 
and Mrs. J. Borden Harriman, repre 
senting the public; R. H. Aishton, ill: 
nois; Harris Weinstock, California, and 
5S. Thurston Ballard, Kentucky; repre 
senting the employers, and John B. 
Lennon, Lilinois; James O’Connell, Di1s- 
trict of Columbia, and A. B. Garretson, 
lowa, representing the employed. 

The report of the representatives of 
the employees, known as the “staff’’ re- 
| Port, drawn up by Basil M. Manly, di- 
rector of research and investigation 
tor the commission, was signed by Com- 
missioners Walsh, Lennon, O'Connell 
and Garretson. In connection with the 
main reports these commissioners is- 
sued three “supplemental opinions and 
suggestions,” as follows: One by Mr. 
Walsh, one by Mr. Garretson and one 
by Mr. Lennon and Mr. O'Connell jointly. 

The report of the commissioners rep- 
resenting the public, and the summary 
thereof, were written by Commissioner 
He and Mrs. Harrima® sign- 
ed it without reservation. Commission- 
ers Aishton, Ballard and Weinstock ap- 
proved it in large part, and in part 
their dissent to portions of it, and to 
the Manlv report are expressed in the 
so-called Weinstock report, signed by 
Weinstock, Aishton and Ballard.

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THE WEAPON OF DEFENSE. 
In the pending war in Europe, the sub- 
marine has proven itself the most efficient 
sea weapon yet developed. It is a weapon 
both of offense and defense. Germany is 
using it in the carrying out of an offensive 
program. She might with equal effect em- 
ploy it.for defensive purposes along her 
coast, should the occasion arise for it. 
Against land batteries the submarine is, 
of course, powerless. Where assaults of 
this sort are to be made, the cruiser and the 
battleship are still needed. There is like- 
wise patrol duty for them to perform under 
peace conditions as well as during war. But 
the probabilities are that there will be few 
more great sea fights between opposing bat- 
tleships and cruisers. Great navies of bel- 
ligerents will avoid hand-to-hand encounters, 
leaving the work of destruction to the sur- 
reptitious and sneaking submarine. 
Discussing the development of the sub- 


marine, The Boston Herald says: 


The sinking in the Aegean of the 
transport Royal Edward and 1,000 men 
means unmistakably that before many 
months German submarines will be 
regularly opérating off Boston and New 
York on the active highways of At- 
lantic commerce. Steadily the German 
admiralty has increased the size and 
radius of its undersea boats until they 
are capable of trans-oceanic voyaging. 
The United States now has under con- 
struction a large 20-knot submarine 
that can cruise for 6,000 miles without 
replenishing its supplies of fuel, and 
there can be. no doubt that Germany 
has on the ways many craft of equal 
power. When they are completed, the 
“war zone” will extend to within gun- 
shot of Sandy Hook and Minot's ledge. 


It is evident that one year of the Euro- 
pean war has taken the submarine out of 
the experimental class. Its development 
has been, in fact, the most notable mechan- 
ical triumph of the European conflict. It 
has taught the United States an inexpensive 
lesson. From what it has done for Ger- 
Many we -can foresee its possibilities for us. 

The Boston Herald discusses the devel- 
opment of the submarine from the stand- 
point of the early probabilities of the de- 
struction of English shipping on this side 
of the Atlantic as well as in the English 
channel and the North sea. It foresees tor- 
pedo assaults on almost every British mer- 
chantman that emerges from an American 
port, ds soon as it is outside the three-mile 
limit. | 

The possibility, of course, is there. The 
voyage of German submarines to Turkish 
waters and subsequent destruction of Eng- 
lish vessels demonstrates it. But it is 
doubtful if that development will be suf- 
ficiently rapid to bring about the destruc- 
tion to British shipping immediately outside 
American ports which The Herald predicts. 

The particular lesson to us is the proven 
value of the submarine as a weapon of de- 
fense. With seagoing submarines lining 
our coasts from Portland, Maine, and Seat- 
tle, Wash., to the Mexican border in either 
ocean, we would be practically immune 
from sea attack. No navy on earth, how- 
ever formidable, whether alone or convoy- 
ing war transports, would dare approach 
the shores of the United States. 

- Safety lies before us at an expenditure 
insignificant in comparison with the mil- 
lions that would have to be put both into a 
heavy navy and land batteries, if the sub- 
marine had not been developed. 

We may protect ourselves at a minimum 
cost, and protection is the thing we most 
need. The submarine solves the problem; 
we should build them in sufficient numbers 
to make the solution effective. 


POOR AND CONTENT.

The people I serve are poor, but they live 
contented lives. I have learned the lesson 
of contentment, and it is enough. 

So the $15,000,000 will not be placed to 
his credit in bank. They can find other 
uses for it. His means are sufficient, his 
life is sufficient; his riches are in the love 
of his fellowman; his heart and hopes are 
higher than wealth; his conscience is his 
kingdom. 

The millionaires who crave to die poor 
may sit at the feet of this humble priest 
and learn of him. He could point them to a 
simpler way than they have’ yet taken— 
could tell them how -to reach the long- 
desired land of calm content. For he has 
knowledge to which they have not attained. 

But perhaps they have not the time now 
to learn his lesson, and may “go away 
exceeding sorrowful, because they have 
great possessions.” 


THE ARKANSAS EXAMPLE. 


Diversified farming is in full swing in 
Arkansas; it has passed from the expert- 
mental stage, and results speak wonders 
for it. The Arkansas Gazette says that new 
merits of the farming campaign on the dl- 
versified plan develop nearly every day, and 


these are given as follows: 


Thus far this season 23 carloads of 
wheat have moved from Newark and 
two carloads are ready to ship. Thirty 
carloads of alfalfa have been shipped 
thus far and the total] for the summer 
will be 60 carloads. Twenty-five car- 
loads of canned goods are now in stor- 
age at Newark and 25 more will be 
canned during the fall. From 150 to 200 
carloads of corn will be shipped from 
Newark in spite of the fact that the 
farmers in the Newark territory have 
more stock to feed this year than ever 
before. 


The Gazette adds that all of the business 
mentioned in the foregoing is new business, 
and that later on “the farmers will begin 
to bank money from strawberries which will 
be shipped in carload lots.” 

Throughout the south, wherever the di- 
versified campaign is faithfully followed, the 
balance in the farmers’ favor broadens on 
his bank book. 

Georgia doesn’t lag behind on the diver- 
sified program; good news of it comes from 
all sections, and as to corn and cotton The 
Tifton (Ga.) Gazette says: 


A gentleman from Chicago took a 
120-mile trip with Mr. W. E. Farmer 
through the country. On the way they 
estimated the various crops of corn 
and cotton, comparing them with the 
acreage Mr. Farmer knew was culti- 
vated on the same farms the previous 
year. At the end of the trip they 
footed up the average and found the 
increase in corn about 60 per cent and 
the decrease in cotton about 50 per 
cent as compared with last year. 


The Tifton section has also made a rec- 
ord in wheat growing. Results prove that 
there is money in other crops than cotton. 


THE DYING HATE CHANT. 


The famous “Chant of Hate” is now but 
a feeble echo of the earlier strife; it hasn’t 
won a fight for its Fatherland; it is dying 
down, together with the English answer 
that hurled hate against hate. Public opin- 
ion is arrayed against them. 

Ernst Lissauer was first with his hate 
chant, and for a time it fired the Berlin 
blood and angered England to reply in kind. 
Now a leading German newspaper condemns 
it. Speaking for the nation, it says there 
has been bitterness enough without hand- 
ing hatreds down to the children of the 
country—the youthful generation. 

Songs of hate are not battle songs. Their 
mad music does not inspire a lasting patriot- 
ism. They have no uplifting power. When 
men of opposing lines clasp hands, or pleas- 
antly banter each other between battles, 
the hate songs chant their own death knell. 
There is no room for them in the hearts of 
red-blooded men. 

Even the Turk—‘“the unspeakable’— 
knows this. We see in the war pictures a 
wounded English soldier giving the last drop 
from his canteen to a dying Turk; and 
there is yet another picture of the Turk 
bearing’ his wounded enemy in his arms to 
a place of safety. They are brothers all in 
the place where the heart beats. 

There still stand temples to human love 
and brotherhood in this war-shaken world; 
not all of them in flaming Europe have been 
leveled with the dust: But they contain 
no tablets to Hate; for Hate lives homeless 
in a world of homes. 

So with the songs of Hate. The heart’s 
door is barred. against their entrance. The 
nations need light, and Hate is the daughter 
of Darkness.

Rev. Dr. W. W. Landrum, of Louisville, 
Ky., preached yesterday morning at the 
First Baptist church on the subject: “The 
Kingdom of God in the Commonwealth of 
Georgia.” The visiting minister felt called 
upon to explain why he might, without pre- 
sumption or impropriety, exercise the liberty 
of speaking on the present troublous condi- 
tions In the state. Dr. Landrum reminded 
his former congregation that he was born 
in Macon, reared in Savannah and had been 
pastor in Augusta as well as in Atlanta. 
For generations his people have been Geor- 
gians, and naturally enough, he said, he 
loves the honor and the happiness of the state 
and is sensitive to any injury that may come 
to its reputation in the outside world. 


Dr. Landrum said in part: “Alexander 
Hamilton Stephens examining a class of stu- 
dents at Liberty Hall years ago put the ques- 
tion: ‘What is the highest crime known 
to the law?” An impulsive fellow, cocksure 
of his knowledge, a& he imagined, 
‘Murder!’ ‘By no means,’ said  Georgia’s 
greatest son. ‘Murder,’ he added in sub- 
stance, ‘is a crime, but it is not the most 
atrocious condoned by the statutes of civil- 
ized society—not murder, remember, but 
treason is the most despicable act of which 
a citizen may be guilty.’ 

“Treason, in its narrowest sense, I know, 
is the attempt to overthrow the govern- 
ment-of the state to which the offender owes 
allegiance in the betraying of the state into 
the hands of a foreign power. 

“I read in Webster’s International diction- 
try that treason is ‘The betrayal of any 
trust or confidence.’ And I make bold to 
Say that any form of lawlessness, whether 
manifest by one or the many, comes perilous- 
ly néar treason or anarchy. 


An Ordinance of God. 


“Civil government is an ordinance of 
God. Go read the thirteenth chapter of the 
Epistle to the Romans: ‘The powers that 
be are ordained of God’—remember the au- 
thor of the epistle was a Roman citizen when 
that dehumanized and diabolized monster— 
Nero—was on the throne. Paul’s doctrine 
was unspeakably difficult of acceptance in 
such a time, but he swerves not a hair 
breadth. Hear him: ‘The powers that be 
(he means civil government) are ordained 
of God. Whosover, therefore, resisteth the 
power, resisteth the ordinance of God; and 
they that resist shall receive to themselves 
damnation.’ Vain to reply to the teacher 
of Christian ethics and soeiology: But we 
hate Nero, we despise Nero. He is a verita- 
ble devil. Clear, strong, unalterable is the 
dictum of the apostle to the Gentiles: ‘The 
powers that be are ordained of God. Who- 
soever, therefore, resisteth the power, resist- 
eth the ordinance of God, Rnd they that re- 
sist shall receive to themStlves damnation.’ 

“Do you know that, according to the 
teaching of the New Testament, the governor 
of Georgia, by virtue of his office, is a 
minister of God? Read again the Epistle to 
the Romans, thirteenth chapter and fourth 
verse: ‘He is the minister of God to thee 
for good.’ Put the name of our present 
chief executive in that verse. Unquestion- 
ably, if you be a Christian, you must ac- 
cept the doctrine that by the decree of Divine 
Providence, Governor Harris is a regularly 
ordained minister of God in the civil sphere, 
and is directly responsible to God, as well 
as to the people of Georgia, for the faith- 
ful discharge of his duty. Government, as 
we say, must rest wpon the consent of the 
roverned. So be it. The voice of the peo- 
ple, expressed in a constitutional Way, is 
the voice of God, but never the voice of a 
lawbreaker; never the clamor of men, who, 
angry over a real or imaginary miscarriage 
of justice, would take the law in their own 
hands. Above the commonwealth is the King- 
dom of God; higher than our democracy is 
an eternal theocracy. 

Must Express Themselves. 


“Christian citizens of Georgia have come 
upon a time when they must express them- 
selves or be guilty of treason against the 
most high God. The Kingdom of God is not 
the abode of the blessed dead, disembodied 
in the skies. It is here and now, present 
and practical. You make a grievous mistake 
if vou think it comes on Sunday and goes 
on Monday; that its interest is of the soul 
and not the body of the church, and not of 
the state, of eternity and not of time. It 
knows nothing of the distinction between 
secular and sacred. it sweeps the universe. 
It takes in the universal kingdom, the vege- 
table kingdom, the animal kingdom, as well 
as the kingdom of immortal souls redeemed 
by Christ and renewed by the Holy Spirit. 
Our Georgia people must come to_understand 
that Monday is as sacred as Sunday, the 
markets as the church, the courthouse as the 
Sunday school, the newspaper as the Bible, 
if we are to be intelligent subjects of the 
Kingdom of God on earth. 

“The Kingdom of God exists in the world 
not merely to save as Many individuals as 
possible, but to get hell out of the world 
and to bring heaven into the world. The 
Kingdom of Heaven means the uplifting and 
perfecting of human society as a whole. It 
means the sanctifying of all human institu- 
tions and the sweetening of all human rela- 
tions. Salvation in the Kingdom of God, so 
far as it relates to Georgia or any other 
state, is the salvation of body, mind and 
soul. It means salvation from sin to right- 
eousness, from selfishness to service, from 
disobedience to loyalty, from slavery to free- 
dom, from unhappiness and penalty to peace 
and joy in useful present-day achievement. 
Salvation is not only personal, but domes- 
tic, social, political, altruistic, including self, 
family, country, the church and the world, 
and that all-embracing conception of religion 
must be the idea and the alm of our beloved 
commonwealth.” 


NAPOLEONIC STARS. 

Camille Flammarion, writing in l’Astron- 
omie, records with much gusto the fact that 
a German university once sought to curry 
favor with Napoleon by dedicating a group 
of stars to him. In 1807, when the French 
conqueror was at the summit of his power, 
the University of Leipzig issued a statement 
to the learned world setting forth the rea- 
sons which had led it “to consecrate to the 
glory of his majesty Napoleon the stars of 
the sword and the belt of Orion.” These 
stars were not to constitute a new constella- 
tion, but an asterism in the constellation 
of Orion bearing the special name of “Stellae 
Napoleonis,” just as certain group of stars 
in Taurus bears the name of the Plelades, and 
another the Hyades. 

EIGHT RUSSIAN DREADNAUGHTS, 

(From The Indianapolis News.) 

An important fact affecting the naval sit- 
uation in the Baltic, of which little public 
mention has been made, is that the Russian 
fleet in those waters will shortly be aug- 
mented by the addition of eight new dread- 
naughts of great size and power, which are 
nearing completion and will probably go into 
during the present year. Four 
of these ships, the Sebastopol, Petropaviovsk, 
Pollava and Gangut, are dreadnaughts of 
23.026 tons displacement, 23 knots speed, car- 
rying each twelve 12-inch guns and sixteen 
47-inch guns. They were launched between 
June and October, 1911, and work on them 
having been accelerated, they should be in 
commission before many months have passed. 
The other four will be the largest battle 
eruisers afloat. They are named the Ismalia, 
Kinburn, Borodino and Navareno. The dis- 
placement of these ships is 32,200 tons, the 
speed 28 knots, and each of them will carry 
the enormous battery for a battle cruiser of 
twelve 14-inch guns and twenty-one 5.1l-inch

He described the type of the 
early Roman, his home life, 
his virtue. 

“Rome took her part as a leader in Italy at 
the time of the first Celtic invasion 
about 3930 B. C., she alone was able success- 
fully to stem their advance. Afterward she 
proceeded to conquer Italy and to bind the 
Italian states to her dominion by friendly al- 
lianeces. Followed the era of the Punic wars, 
described in a previous sermon, which left 
Roma mistress of the western Mediterranean. 
Afterward she turned to the east and mas- 
tered Macedon, at Cynocephelae, where mani- 
ple met phalanx, mastered Syria at Magnesia 
and later utterly destroyed Corinth and Car- 
thage. 

“Kollowed the decline of the republic, dis- 
integrating under the two new forces of cap- 
italism, when agriculture became an. invest- 
ment and the tarmer was replaced by the 
slave, and under Hellenistic luxury and hot- 
house culture.

When the loss of the transport steamship 
Royal Edward by submaine attack was an- 
nounced a few days ago, with the further 
statement that possibly a thousand of the 
soldiers who had embarked upon this trans- 
port were lost, it was inevitable that the 
British censors should permit some intima- 
tion to be made public of a fact concerning 
which tInternational financiers of this city 
have had for some time knowledge confiden- 
tially imparted. One of the London news- 
papers, when commenting wpon the loss of 
the Royal Edward, stated, on- Wednesday of 
last week, that Great Britain is to be con- 
gratulated that this is the first oceasion upon 
which it has been necessary to report disas- 
ter of this kind. When it is known, as it 
must soon be, that there have sailed from 
Great Britain more than two million troops 
which have been safely landed, then it will 
be understood how excellent has been the 
Skill and capacity of the British navy in 
guarding and convoying its troops. 

Early last week information was furnished 
by one or two of the leading international 
financiers which not onty serves to explain 
the use to which Great Britain is putting its 
stupendous loan made a few weeks ago, but 
also the necessity for Great Britain to pro- 
vide. facilities in the United States whereby 
her enormous obligations upon current ac- 
count can be met. 


Kitchener’s Achievement. 

This information states, first, that in Plan- 
ders Great Britain had, early in July, an 
army of approximately six hundred and fifty 
thousand men. This army ts distinguished in 
hame and character from the army which 
Lord Kitchener has been occupied for more 
than a year in recruiting, drilling, equipping 
and making thoroughly effective for cam- 
paign service. By the first of July Kitch- 
ener, working with a secrecy which was 
marvelous, in view of the men of finance, 
had recruited, drilled and thorouglhy equip- 
ped an army which is known as Kit hener's 
army, and which in numbers is approximate- 
ly three million men. This enumeration does 
not include the British army of six hundred 
and fifty thousand men which is now in 
Flanders. These troops have been transport- 
ed and are now being transported across the 
channel rapidly and many times in as great 
numbers as thirty thousand men a day. This 
movement of troops has been accomplished 
not only with great secrecy, but also with 
absolute safety. The international financters 
speak of it as possibly the finest and cer- 
tainly the greatest record ever made of the 
movement by transports. Not even in Great 
Britain, excepting in government circles and 
probably in some of the newspaper offices, 
has there been any knowledge of this stu- 
pendous movement. It is spoken of here as 
the army which Lord Kitchener had in mind 
when he was reported to have said at the be- 
ginning of the war that hostilities would not 
end until at least eighteen months had 
Passed. Of course, there is no knowledge 
excepting that possessed by Kitchener him- 
self and his government of the disposition 
Which is to be made of these troops. But the 
inference is strone that so great an army 
as that, if it be well equipped and possess 
munitions in plenty, will not remain idle. 
There are some hints which lead toa suspi- 
cion that a great Seneral movement may 
begin some time in September. 

That, however, would probably depend upon 
circumstances. To maintain an army of this 
kind, net merely thoroughly equipped, but 
With adequate supplies of food, will compel 
Great Brituin to continue her purchase of 
food supplies in the United States throughout 
the fall. -Moubtless it is with intent to fa- 
cilitate payment for these purchases, as well 
as payment for purchases under way 
that Great Britain looks upon it as inevita- 
ble that some methopl May be adopted 
either a great credit or€the shipment of large 
amounts of gold and of securities—by means 
of which payments can be made

The city of Houston, in co-operation with 
the federal government, has recently com- 
pleted a ship channel by means of which the 
city—although it is fifty miles northwest of 
Galveston—is now made a true seaport. Cu- 
riously enough, this great work in the far 
south which has been under way at the same 
time that another great work in the far 
northwest has been under construction has 
passed almost unnoticed excepting by the 
government authorities at Washington and 
the people of Houston and its vicinity. In 
northwest they have succeeded in con- 
Structing a canal around the rapids of the 
Columbia river and of perfecting the canal- 
izing of the Willimette river. In this way 
unébstructed navigation for craft drawing 
from eight to nine feet of water is obtained 
for a distance of about one thousand miles 
inland. The people of the northwest cele- 
brated with great rejoicings and demonstta- 
The ship 
canal which now makes Houston a true sea- 
port was completed about the time the Co- 
lumbia canal was ready for navigation. A 
celébration and demonstration similar to that 
which attended the opening of the Columbia 
river canal some weeks ago is to identify 
at Houston the opening of direct steamship 
communication between Houston and New 
York city. 

While Galveston will maintain her promi- 
mence as a city of export, principally cotton, 
nevertheless that city—-which is situated up- 
on a sandbar some distance from the main- 
land—can never expect a large returning 
trade. In this respect Galveston differs from 
Houston, for the latter is one of the largest 
railroad centers of the United States. It 1s 
the real concentrating and distributing point 
for many of the commercial and agricultural 
activities of the southwest. It is a very large 
cotton market and its lumber trade com- 
pares favorably with that of any other eity 
of the southwest. For this reason, it is feasi- 
ble to establish a steamship -line with a reg- 
ular schedule for sailings navigating between 
inland seaport and New York city, for 
very large cargoes, are to be offered to 
steamships when sailing from Houstor? or 
when sailing from New York.

Shelter for Swine. 

Hogs appeciate shelter from cold or 
heat. The coating of hair on the hog 
is comparatively thin, and even a cold 
summer rain will cause considerable 
discomfort. The cold of winter, even 
in our mild climate, is very disagreea- 
ble to the hog, and any suffering he 
must undergo will cost his owner some- 
thing in the way of feed.
